How often do you notice the 
war cartoons in your local news- 
paper? Would you like to see the 
original drawings for some of 
them? The Addison Gallery has 
just opened an exhibition of draw- 
ings for cartoons which have ap- 
peared in: leading newspapers 
throughout the country ‘both be- 
fore and since Pearl Harbor. The 
newsprint headlines of Axis ambi- 
tions and activities are given pic- 
torial emphasis by such artists as 
Batchelor in the New York Daily 
News, Werner in the Chicago Sun, 
and Fitzpatrick in the St. Louis 
Dispatch. 

War cartoonists are, in fact, 
probably the busiest artists in the 
war. They are one of the most 
valuable of home front fighters 
and at a single glance can bring 
into being moral indignation, and 
a greater sense of individual re- 
sponsibility and confidence in the 
power of our country. 

In addition to the more serious 
newspaper cartoons the Addison 
Gallery is also showing caricatures 
dealing with the humorous side of 
the war. From the New Yorker 
magazine, famous for its satirical 
humor, drawings by Garrett Price, 
Alajalov, Gluyas Williams, and 
Alan Dunn show the incongruous 
situations on the home front. 


The Addison Gallery is open free 
every day from 9 to 5 and on Sun- 
days from 2:30 to 5. The war car- 
toons will be on view until May 24.

One of the boys in Uncle Sam’s 
pay wrote us the other day some- 
what in this vein: “You give us 
the news about the servicemen 
OK, but we already know some- 
thing about that. Why don’t you 
write us sometime about how the 
town itself is getting along?” Well, 
that set us back on our heels for 
a minute, but then we realized it 
was a pretty good idea. So here 
goes: 

First of all, thanks for your 
letters from Guadalcanal, North 
Africa, Australia; England, Ireland, 
all over the United States, “U. S. 
Navy”, “Sans Origine’ and every- 
where else. It’s nice to hear from 
you. 

Well, we miss you all plenty, and 
the old town seems awfully empty 
with none of you around. Most of 
the girls are going places without 
escorts, and there are lots more 
girls than boys at the dances. We 
don’t realize how many of you are 
with Uncle Sam until we look at 
the plaques in front of the town 
hall—there are two of them now, 
the list got so long—and see that 
there are more than 900 of you 
gone out of Andover. 

Most of the boys of Punchard’s 
class of 42 are in service, and 
only a quorum of the class of "43 
are left. In the absence of the mas- 
culine element, the womenfolk 
have stepped forward and are do- 
ing a swell job, and will till you 
get back. You should see the way 
they dress—slacks, jumpers, safe- 
ty clothes—sometimes you take 
them for men. 

Up at Punchard, Coach Reil is 
having a heck of a time getting a 
full baseball squad together. All 
the auxiliary police, State Guard, 
aircraft spotters and what have 
you are well-manned and coming 
along great. 

Oh, you lucky guys, having all 
those WAACS, WAVES, SPARS 
and Marines around! The matter’s 
been discussed before, of course, 
but we didn’t really get a look at 
them until last week, when the 
WAAC had a big parade and re- 
cruiting drive in Lawrence. They 
were driving trucks like profes- 
sionals, parading like the Mulligan 
Guards; in all, they put on a great 
show. 

You remember how nice the 
back yard looked after we got the 
junk out of it last fall? Well, now 
it’s a mess again. Dad’s got it all 
dug up for our Victory Garden, and 
we’ve all taken to farming. Are 
we battered and broken? Ouch! 

Rationing is getting worse and 
worse, but we're still eating 
enough to stay healthy and com- 
plaining. Don’t worry about us; 
like the old town meeting, there’s 
lots of “open” discussion and a 
lot of crabbing. However, most of 
us laugh while we squawk about 
points and gas, and there isn’t one 
of us who isn’t ready to go with- 
out a lot more things if it will 
make the war shorter, 
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Then there’s taxes and war 
bonds; we've given very freely to 
both, and plan to go on giving. 
It’s nice to see those hundred-per- 
cent flags and Army-Navy E ban- 
ners flying on the local mills. We 
gave a little speach on the Second 
War Loan to the gals in the office, 
and they all kicked in handsomely 
Friday. Yes, the country is “soing 
to the dogs”, as it has been, they 
tell us, for more than a century 
now, but we're still willing to sup- 
port it. You can bank your last 
buck on us, and we’ll bank our last 
buck in bonds. 

We've had a tough winter, snow, 
cold and more snow—lots worse 
than anything you’d remember. We 
even had snow early this week, 
but the new spring weather is just 
what the doctor ordered. 

Well, everybody’s eating, every- 
body’s complaining, and _ every- 
body’s sure they can run the war 
a darn sight better than the fel- 
lows in Washington. But we're 
still able to give out with the 
horse laugh when anybody hints 
around that the tough front of this 
war is the home front. We know 
better. 

Well, we’re all working as best 
we can here, turning out war ma- 
terials as fast as the dickens in 
the plants and mills, because we 
want you back here aS soon as POs- 
sible. 


Good luck and keep swinging— 
THE FOLKS BACK HOME.

children from Indian Ridge and St. 
Augustine’s schools. 

Five British seamen were in the 
line of march with the B. BH. W. V., 
and several members of the U. S. 
forces marched with the Legion 
color guard, 

The plaque itself is suspended 
from a framework ten feet high, 
and consists of chains of suspended 
name-cards on either side with a 
large silk service flag in the cen- 
ter. The flag, which has a wide 
red border, contains two rows of 
blue stars in the form of a V, with 
the number of servicemen in large 
figures at the bottom, Though there 
are now 74 people from Abbott 
Village in service, only 67 were 
represented on the flag Sunday, 
since other names had come in 
since its construction. 

The plaque is surmounted by the 
legend “Indian Ridge Community 
Association Honors Her Service 
Men and Women.” 

John Deyermond, popular local 
police officer who has five sons in 
all branches of the service, acted 
as chairman of the afternoon’s ac- 
tivities, and first introduced Rev. 
John S. Moses, who gave the invo- 
cation. 

Chairman Roy BH. Hardy of the 
board of selectmen extended the 
greetings of the town. He men- 
tioned that the dedication would 
be an empty gesture if Andover 
people did not actively back up 
their sons in service, and men- 
tioned that two-thirds of the Sec- 
ond War Loan had now ‘been sub- 
scribed. This amount, however, rep- 
resented large subscriptions, and 
it was up to the ordinary citizen 
to furnish the balance of the quota. 

He announced a goal for An- 
dover of $1,400,000, or about $125 
for every person living here. 


Andover in the Revolution 

Speaking of Patriot’s Day, he re- 
minded his hearers that, just be- 
fore Lexington and Concord, four 
militia companies of 1100 men each 
had been formed in Andover, and 
as soon as news of the battle had 
reached here, the companies were 
mustered and marched to those 
towns. They arrived too late to 
take part in the battle, but many 
of them died a few months later 
at Bunker Hill, and many more 
served throughout the entire war. 

He expressed his belief that 
there is great need for a stiffened 
character among Americans, stat- 
ing that we have become soft and 
our ideals have been lowered. We 
should remember the old-fashioned 
principles laid down in the home, 
school and church. 


Schools Active In War 

_ School Supt, Edward I, Brickson 
indicated that, though the schools 
have been hard-hit by war, they 
need take no “back seat” in the 
prosecution of the war, since they 
were preparing the older students 
for service in the war, and prepar- 
ing all the students for democratic 
living during the peace to follow. 

Referring to the day’s program, 
he said that ‘the people of this 
Section are leading the way for 
the whole town to get together and 
work together for victory, For the 
first time, this country has been 
asked to stand up and prove its 
right to live.” 

Very Rey. Thomas B. Austin, 
O.S.A., expressed his pleasure at 
being at “an old-fashioned gather- 
Ing of neighbors.” He mentioned 


that many of the boys from the 
district has played on St. Augus- 
tine’s ball clubs in the nearby 
Cricket Field. He had watched 
their charaeters being formed. “At 
first they used to protest loudly 
over every close decision. By de- 
grees, however, they learned that 
they had to do more than ‘talk a 
good game’ to come out the vic- 
tors. Eventually they realized that 
the way to win games was to play 
fair, and play to win. Wherever 
they are today, I know they are 
fighting with that same spirit.” 
Pointing out that the Shawsheen 
river flows through the heart of 
Abbott Village for nearly a mile, he 
said that parents passing near its 
banks could “throw a prayer upon 
the still water, to be carried out 
to sea and across the oceans to 
where their sons are fighting.” 


He introduced Rey. Charles F. 


Hart, O.S.A., of St. Mary’s church, 
Lawrence, an Abbott Village native 
who had formerly resided on Cuba 
street and attended the Indian 
Ridge school in his youth, 

Fr. Hart drew upon his memo- 
ries of the Village in those days, 
and said that the thing he remem- 
bered ibest in it was the sterling 
home life of its residents, “It is the 
homes of Abbott Village, not the 
buildings or the individuals, which 
are uppermost in my thoughts to- 
day.” 

The “true patriotism and true 
courage” of its residents was ex- 
emplified in so worthy a memorial 
as the plaque, he said, and “erect- 
ing it will make the burden a bit 
lighter for all of us.” 

Mr. Deyermond, after thanking 
the committee in charge of the 
day’s activities and the various 
speakers, presented a check for 


$100, on behalf of the community 
association, to the Servicemen’s 
Fund committee, John M. Erving, 
chairman of the committee, ex- 
pressed its appreciation for the 


gift and spoke on the town’s gen- 
erosity towards its servicemen. 

American flags were run to the 
top of the plaque while the girls 
band played, and the Indian Ridge 
schoo] pupils sang the National An- 
them, The service flag was then 
lowered to “America”, played by 
the girls band and sung by the 
St. Augustine pupils, Rev. Herman 
©, Johnson pronounced the bene- 
diction. 

Residents of Andover and the 
Village proper, with the groups in 
the line of march, overflowed the 
square at the foot of Hssex street 
and the slopes of the hill behind 
the plaque,

Luboshutz-Nemenoff 
Present Concert Here 


The fifteenth annual concert on 
the James ©. Sawyer Foundation 
was given in George Washington 
Hall last Monday evening by Pierre 
Luboshutz and Genia Nemenoff, 
piano duo, They played the follow- 
ing program:

In these days when the woods 
appear full of piano teams of vary- 
ing abilities, it was good to hear 
this pair who stand at the very 
top.

He has appeared as 
concert pianist with the New York 
Philharmonic under Toscanini, and 
served as accompanist for Fritz 
Kreisler during one concert sea- 
son. Genia Nemenoff, in private life 
Mrs. Luboshutz, made a name for 
herself as accompanist for the 
famous ’cellist, Pablo Casals. Since 
their marriage in 1929, Luboshutz 
and Nemenoff have devoted their 
attention to the perfection of their 
art as a piano team, and have ap- 
peared together with several of 
the largest orchestras in this 
country, including the Boston Sym- 
phony, San Francisco Symphony, 
and the Washington National Sym- 
phony. 

In their recital here Monday 
night these artists displayed a 
technique so perfect, a unanimity 
of style and approach so faultless 
that they seemed as one.

Nemenoff’s lovely 
legato tones which only occasion- 
ally sang for the listener in the 
midst of music chosen mainly to 
display the technical skill of the 
artists. A large and appreciative 
audience demanded and received 
five encores.

President Roosevelt was un- 
doubtedly speaking for every 
righteous and. far-thinking Ameri- 
can yesterday when he expressed 
his horror at the execution of the 
American flyers who bombed To- 
kyo. It will be readily conceded 
that such an action is almost in- 
conceivable in ordinary human /be- 
havior, and displays a callousness 
to the sacredness of human life 
that is utterly foreign to the West- 
ern mind. 

Most of the talk about the post- 
war world, and the grandiose plans 
that are being made for the future 
by a group of people who will prob- 
ably have a small voice in the mat- 
ter, has gone on the principle that 
human nature, never perfect, can 
nevertheless be brought to its own 
degree of perfection. The past his- 
tory of German culture, names like 
Goethe, Schiller, Beethoven, Less- 
ing, Wagner, has indicated to them 
that there are some elements in 
the German mind worth salvaging. 

Japan, however, is another mat- 
ter. Japan has contributed noth- 
ing to world thought save an arti- 
ficial form of landscaping (not or- 
iginally its own) and an insignifi- 
cant verse form called the hokku. 
Other than that, there is no Jap- 
anese literature, art, music, sculp- 
ture, architecture, politics, philo- 
sophy, religion—the list becomes 
interminable — worth more than 
passing consideration by the 
Western world. 

What shall we do with the Jap- 
anese people after the war? It is 
obviously impossible to tame the 
brute; better keep him in his cage.
